from year to y ear with little con­ 
gressional scrutiny until payments 
arc completed. 
The commission

this system be scrapped iii favor 
of an “ annnual accrued expend! 
lure budget” with an accounting 
system which would 
“ show 
cur­ 
rently, completely, and clearly all 
resources and liabilities, and

cost of operations."
